MARIJUANA RAID 
SWEEPS NOVATO 


Five Suspects Arrested; Many Youths 


Questioned; South Marin Said Source

A marijuana ring which has 
been operating in Novato High 
School was broken last night 
with the arrest of five people, 
an 18 year old and four juve­ 
niles.

Novato, was book­ 
ed into Marin County Jail charg­ 
ed with the sale of m arijuana 
with bail set at $550. 
The four juveniles, ranging in 
age from 15 to 17 years, were 
placed in Marin County Juve­ 
nile Hall.

Police Chief Robert DiGrazia 
said that the arrests were the 
culmination of a long investi­ 
gation into the operation of the 
use and sale of marijuana in and 
about Novato High School.

A house in southern Marin 
County, thought to be the main 
source of supply, was searched 
last night by members of the 
State Bureau of Narcotics, the

How­ 
ever. no m arijuana was found. 
District Attorney Bruce Bales 
said that he will prosecute ail 
of the offenders in the case.

PALOMARES, Spain (UPI>— American technicians 
today pinned hopes on a special underwater device 
flown in from the United States to help raise a 1.1- 
megaton H-bomb missing for more than two months. 
The unarmed nuclear device, lost in the crash of a 
U.S. B-52 bomber Jan. 17. has thwarted all attempts 
ta raise it from the bottom of the Mediterranean, 
where it was located after a massive search.

Glenn Anderson Is Again 
Getting Demos' Squeeze 


GLENN ANDERSON SEEMS always 
to wind up in the pariah role in the 
Democratic party. 
He was one of the California Demo­ 
cratic Council (CDC) “ unknowns when 
he became Democratic candidate for 
lieutenant governor eight years ago. 
In the general election at that time, 
he 
taced 
the 
popular 
incumbent. 
“Butch" Powers. Once, it even looked 
like Democrat Pat Brown came power­ 
ful close to publicly tavoring Republi­ 
can Powers as a running mate in pref­ 
erence to pariah Anderson who. whis­ 
perers said, was just too “ pink. 
Anderson the unknown beat the 
popular Powers. Brown sometimes ap­ 
peared uncomfortable at having An­ 
derson as lieutenant governor. 
Anderson has never ingratiated him­ 
self with very many of the members of 
the state senate, over whom he pre­ 
sides. Some senators can be heard to 
mutter privately about Anderson’s in­ 
competence. but when you watch An­ 
derson at work presiding, he gives ail 
the appearance of a fellow who knows 
exactly what he is doing and a fellow 
who goes about it very efficiently and 
effectively. 
Anderson may be a panah in the 
senate, but his lack of status doesn’t 
seem to be accompanied by any lack 
of ability. 


W HEN THE LATE SENATOR Clair 
Engle was stricken by the illness that 
ultimately proved fatal, the big wig 
politicians lost no time in publicly land 
heartlessly* suggesting that he resign, 
and speculating about his successor. In 
the case ol some, they even openly 
sought his job at the very moment 
Engle was making his valiant fight for 
life. 
Anderson once again fell into the 
role of outcast because he alone among 
Democratic party big wigs stuck by 
Engle until the bitter end. 
It looked like he was cast out be­ 
cause he alone was right. 


W HEN THE BIG WATTS explosion 
came, Pat Brown was enjoying a holi­ 
day in Greece and Glenn Anderson was 
acting governor. 
If Glenn Anderson is lett on the 
“ outside’* of Sacramento’s inner work­ 
ings as much as it appears, he must 
act as governor with considerable of 
a handicap. 
When the McCone Report of investi­ 
gation into the Watts riots was finally 
complete. Glenn Anderson was the 
duel target ol criticism He had do 
layed some hours in ordering the* Na 
tional Guard into the fray 
Anderson's explanation made com 
plete sense. The situation at the time 


it was developing was far from clear. 
He did not want to use military force 
against citizens ol the United States 
recklessly without being sure there 
was no other way of dealing with the 
problem. 
It is difficult to see how the McCone 
Report criticism on this point can be 
justiiied. 
Bill Bennett, Marin's candidate for 
attorney general, blames Brown-ap- 
pointed Tom Lynch for “ failing to do 
his job ' in connection with the Watts 
affair. 
But Anderson still was made the 
“ fall guv.” 


ONE RESULT OF ALL this is that 
Anderson now has two formidable 
challengers in the contest for the 
Democratic nomination for lieutenant 
governor. 
First to announce was Tom Braden. 
Oceanside newspaper publisher, friend 
ol the Kennedy family and president 
of the State Board of Education who 
has made many a headline rowing with 
Max Rafferty. 
Braden says Anderson has been a 
do-nothing lieutenant governor lor 
eight years. But four years ago Bra­ 
den’s newspaper endorsed Anderson 
on the basis of his record of construc­ 
tive accomplishments. 
Who can figure out that one? 
Comes now Lloyd Hand, a Texas 
triend of LB J who now claims Califor­ 
nia as “ home" to run against Anderson 
and Braden, presumably with LBJ's 
blessing. 


IS CALIFORNIA TO BE the scene 
of another power struggle between 
Johnson and the Kennedys, each with 
a candidate seeking the lieutenant gov­ 
ernor nomination** 
Only time and the unfolding of the 
campaign will tell. 
Where does all this leave Pat 
Brown? 
He says he will support Anderson. 
He seemed to welcome Lloyd Hand 
into the race 
And Tom Braden has said he got en­ 
couragement from Brown to enter the 
race. 
When old Frank Finley Merriam 
was governor of California about 33 
years ago. it was popular to say of him: 


“lie's the only man alive w ho can 
straddle the fence and still keep an 
ear on both sides.“ 


Before the 1966 Democratic primary 
race for lieutenant governor is over 
we may be hearing the same thing said 
about Bat Brown

However, since I am not a 
candidate for the State Senate 
from the three counties of Ma­ 
nn Sonoma and Napa. I feel 
that I should clarify my posi­ 
tion and past etforts on behalf 
of the Assembly District which 
I now represent 
In 1965 on the same day that 
the report ol the Coordinating 


Council for Higher Education 
was issued recommending an 
additional campus in the Bay 
Area I introduced ACR No. 29. 
This 
Resolution 
asked 
the 
Board of Regents to consider 
either Napa or Solano Counties 
as an appropriate site for the 
University campus. That Reso­ 
lution passed both the Assem­ 
bly and Senate without a dis­ 
senting vote. 
In your editorial I note you 
state that both Marin Legisla­ 
tors. Sen Jack F 
McCarthy 
and Assemblyman William T 
Bagiev have expressed inter­ 
est in seeing such a campus 
located in Marin I wish to in 
form you that both of these 
Legislators voted in favor of 
my Resolution and at no time 
voiced opposition 
From my own point of view 
I am most concerned that this 
I mversity campus be located 
at a place w'hich will best 
serve the needs of future gene­ 
rations of young people from 
the Bay Area.

WASHINGTON-Nearly ev­ 
erybody, including almost all 
the China experts, are saying 
it would be nice to draw Red 
China into fuller contact with 
the rest of the world. 


IT WOULD - very nice in­ 
deed. And we should not let the 
difficulties of doing so keep 
us from trying. 
But we ought to face the 
difficulties frankly. We have 
to try to get a valid answer 
to the question: is Red China 
being isolated by the rest of 
the world or is Red China self­ 
isolated — deliberately by its 
own actions? 
The United States did not 
isolate Red China from the 
Soviet Union. They did it them­ 
selves. 
The United States did not 
isolate Red China from Cuba. 
They did it themselves. 
The U. S. did not create the 
breach between 
Red China 
and Indonesia. Peking’s at­ 
tempt to subvert the Jakarta 
government did that. 
The U. S. did not isolate Red 
China from Algeria. 
The U. S. did not isolate Red 
China from a number of Af­ 
rican nations which have sent 
F*eking’s 
ambassadors 
bac-K 
home. 
Surely this is self-isolation 
and is the result of Red China’s 
own actions and attitudes to­ 
ward these countries. 
The U. S. has not been keep­ 
ing 
Red 
China’s 
newsmen 
Irom coming to this country 
But at some 128 meetings we 
have had in Warsaw, Peking’s 
ambassador has been continu­ 
ously saying no to any agree­ 
ment whereby American re­ 
porters could go to Red China 
and Chinese reporters could 
come to the U.S. 


AND WHAT ABOUT Red 
China in the United Nations’* 


TO BE EQUAL 


I think there is little doubt that 
Red China, if it wished, could 
be in the UN today had it not 
participated in the aggression 
against South Korea. 
Considerable su p p o rt has 
been developing within the UN 
to bring Red China into the 
fold. But at least two unre­ 
solved matters stand in the 
way. Does Red China want 
this kind of contact with the 
rest of the world? Will it ac­ 
cept a seat if offered one? 
Will it insist upon membership 
conditions 
utterly 
unaccept­ 
able to the UN itself? 


SO FAR Peking has been 
talking about conditions which 
would be intolerable to the 
U.S. and the UN. It has said 
it would accept membership 
only if Formosa were expelled, 
only if the U N repealed its 
1950 resolution on Korea and 
branded the U.S. the aggres­ 
sor, only if the “ imperialist 
powers and their puppets'* 
were removed from the UN. 
Maybe 
Peking does 
n o t 
mean all of this. Maybe these 
were conditions laid out in an­ 
ticipating rejection. 
Why shouldn’t we find out" 
Why shouldn’t the U N deter­ 
mine for itself the conditions 
under which Red China could 
become a member? Presum­ 
ably it would be a scat in the 
General Assembly under the 
same conditions that 
every 
other member is accepted 
namely, a willingness to join 
without trying to expel some 
other nation 


IN OTHER words, instead 
of the UN’s constantly saying 
no to Red China, why shouldn’t 
the UN invite Red China to 
say yes — or no? Then we 
can see where the responsi­ 
bility rests as to Red China's 
isolation — whether it is im­ 
posed by itself or by others

No one so tar has ever detected even the trace ol 
a halo over the dour countenance of either Prem ier 
Kosygin or President Brezhnev of the Soviet Union. 
But in this post-Einsteinian era the truculent to- 
\ anches appear to be. relatively speaking, angels of 
peace compared with their bellicose cousins, the Red 
Chinese. 


And so it was with thinly disguised jubilation 
that Western capitals this week noted what ap­ 
peared to signal an imminent formal split between 
the world's Communist giants.

William 
Weissich—Fearless Scrapper 
Who Thrives On Controversy

William 0. Weissich, 45, gained 
fame in the 1950s as a fear­ 
less, hard-hitting prosecutor who 
refuses to bend under pressure. 
His effectiveness before a 
judge or a jury is unquestioned. 
His dignified bearing and icy 
coolness under fire have earned 
him the reputation of being 
cold, aloof, relentless. 
He is no arm-waver, no table- 
pounder. In victory or in de­ 
feat, he seems neither overly 
elated nor unduly discouraged. 
He operates like precision ma­ 
chinery, cold and impersonal as 
a surgeon's knife. 


THE HUMAN SID E of Bill 
Weissich 
rarely 
shows. 
But 
sometimes, while chatting and 
joking with friends at the Elks 
Club or in unguarded moments 
while "off duty," his "Prussian" 
stiffness bends, and traces of the 
human Weissich show through. 
It was while Weissich headed 
the Marin County district at­ 
torney's office that the practice 
of confining mentally ill persons 
in the county jail came to an 
end. 
During a casual luncheon con­ 
versation one day, we asked him 
how it was that the mentally ill 
came to his attention. 


O N E CHRISTMAS EV E I 
saw an elderly man wandering 
around in the county jail in a 
daze. 1 asked about him and 
found that he was a senile per­ 
son It was a long holiday week­ 
end, and they kept him in jail 
for four days before he was 
able to appear in court. That 
sort of got me." 
The district attorney quietly 
set the gears in motion to trait 
confinement of the mentally ill 
and the senile in the dingy court­ 
house basement. 
Today, ambulance attendants, 
not deputies, handle the mental- 
1) ill. They are held in Ross Gen­ 
eral Hospital or Napa State Hos­ 
pital until their cases have been 
decided in court. 


IT WAS ALSO during the 
Weissich regime that the work- 
fui lough program was launched 
—the program under which jail 
inmates are allowed to work at 
their regular employment dur­ 
ing the day and serve their time 
at night and on weekends. 
Until about a decade ago, jail 
inmates were fed meals brought 
into the jail by a catering ser­ 
vice. Weissich, in describing 
some of the meals, called them 
"slop" that did not comply with 
dietary standards set by law. 
The result: A kitchen was built 
in the jail, and inmates now 
get piping hot dishes prepared 
at the jail by a professional 
cook. 
When a principle is at stake or 
a criminal is to be prosecuted 
or defended, Weissich refuses to 
budge. But in the privacy of 
his home or away from the pub­ 
lic stage, the hard shell melts 
and he compromises even if it 
means personal discomfort or 
inconvenience. 


IT WAS DURING the 1964 Re­ 
publican National Convention in 
San Francisco, where Weissich

was one of the official delegates. 
He and his lovely wife Rose­ 
mary had rented a room in one 
of the downtown hotels. It was 
a comfortable room, but the ap­ 
pliances were old. 
The first time Mrs. Weissich 
turned the tap in the bathroom 
sink, the handle flew off, and 
she came running out dripping 
wet, while a geyser of water 
shot to the ceiling. 
Weissich waded in and man­ 
aged to turn off the water, but 
not before the entire bathroom 
floor was flooded, and the water 
cam e pouring into the living 
room. 


W EISSICH, SOAKED from 
head to foot, took it philosoph­ 
ically. "W ell, we can have it 
repaired." He was prepared to 
stick it out. He was reluctant 
to move out in a huff because it 
would have been highly em­ 
barrassing to the management. 
"Besides," 
he 
rationalized, 
“ all the other hotels would be 
full because of the convention." 
It was the usually gay and 
bubbling Rosemary who put her 
foot down. " I’m not staying here 
another minute," she said with 
finality. And as Weissich and a 
reporter stood by helplessly, she 
dialed another hotel, wrangled a 
room, and they moved into new 
quarters within an hour. 


DURING HIS 19 years as pros­ 
ecutor, Weissich had five men 
sentenced to the gas chamber. 
But to this day, he has never 
seen an execution. " I don’t care 
to, and, very frankly, I don't 
think 1 could stand to watch 
one." 
Keen and logical, he is able 
to appraise a man as a human 
being 
without 
being blinded 
by tlie man’s political or philo­ 
sophical beliefs which might be 
diametrically opposed to h is 
own. 


THUS IT IS that Weissich, a 
conservative Republican, is able 
to remain on warm, friendly 
terms with many liberal Demo­ 
crats. 
lie backed Barry Goldwater 
and Joseph Shell, and now sup­ 
ports Ronald Reagan. He stands 
firmly for the principles of con­ 
servative Republicanism such as 
private enterprise, individual in­ 
itiative and less government in­ 
trusion into local and individual 
affairs. 
But unlike some political fan­ 
atics, Weissich, in his personal 
associations, is able to separate 
a man from his ideas. He can 
ridicule the ideas and still ad­ 
mire the man for what he is. A 
conflict in ideas or in political 
philosophy is no bar to personal 
friendship. In fact, he thrives 
on such conflicts. 


HE NEVER GETS acrimoni­ 
ous or bitter. Without compro­ 
mising on principle, he manages 
to carry on a banter that tickles 
rather than bites. 
Thus, dyed-in-the-wool Demo­ 
crats, even those with definite 
liberal leanings, find him quite 
compatible as friend, neighbor 
or law partner. 
Differences in race, religion 
or political beliefs mean little 
to Weissich, other than as a 


takeoff point for some friendly 
argument. 
"You know," he said one day, 
"one of the best Christians 1 
have ever met is a Buddhist." 
He referred to a resident of Mill 
Valley "who has a heart of gold; 
he would give the shirt off his 
back to help others in need." 


IN THE PRACTICE of law, a 
client's personal views are im­ 
material. He takes them as they 
come. 
Thus, Weissich can be a de­ 
vastating prosecutor one day 
and an effective defense attor­ 
ney the next. 
Among the celebrated cases 
that stamped Weissich as a 
formidable trial lawyer was the 
prosecution of Stinson Beach 
houseboy Bart Caritativo, who 
in 1954 murdered the owners of 
Sea Downs resort and forged a 
will leaving the estate to him­ 
self. 


IN THVT TRIAL, Weissich 
successfully matched wits and 
courtroom tactics with some of 
the Bay Area’s top defense law­ 
yers—men like George T. Davis 
and James Martin Maclnnis. 
Today, he is representing 
Richard Price, a young man 
convicted of murdering a high­ 
way patrolman and a deputy 
sheriff in Solano County. The 
California State Supreme Court 
appointed Weissich to defend 
Price on automatic appeal. The 
conviction was reversed, and a 
retrial is set for April 19. 
With the same zeal that he 
used to convict men to death, 
Weissich is now preparing to 
save Price from the gas cham­ 
ber. 


LAST FEBRUARY, Weissich 
also defended San Quentin "bad 
boy" Robert Gene Glover, con­ 
victed in 1963 of stabbing an­ 
other inmate. He came out with 
a hung jury and dismissal after 
the sensational revelation of a 
love affair between Glover and 
a woman juror who had helped 
convict him in 1963. 
As prosecutor, defense lawyer 
or in his relations with the pub­ 
lic, two traits stand out: Cool­ 
ness under fire and forthright­ 
ness, lie won’t hedge; he won t 
equivocate. Some examples: 
A private dam in the hills 
o v e r lo o k in g Sleepy Hollow 
broke, sending water and debris 
pouring into homes below. The 
dam was owned by a distin- 
guislied justice of the California 
Supreme Court, who threatened 
to shoot the then district attor­ 
ney Weissich if he trespassed on 
the property t o in v e s t ig a t e . 
Weissich didn’t hesitate. 


HE FILED AN action to abate 
a public nuisance, and the dam 
was bulldozed and repaired. In 
the pursuit of justice, the promi­ 
nence of the adversary makes 
little difference. It only seems 
to whet his competitive spirit. 
Some car dealers lined up a 
series of garishly painted auto­ 
mobiles along the Alto strip to 
advertise their agency. County 
officials decided that the garish 
autos were in violation of the 
county zoning laws, but the own­ 
ers refused to move them. Weis­ 
sich waded in and promptly or­ 


dered the cars towed away on 
the spot. 
He used the same direct-action 
approach in fighting multipie- 
coin pinball machines w hich 
started coming into the county. 


HE T O IJ) DEALERS flatly: 
If I catch you bringing in any 
of those machines, I’D confiscate 
tlicm and dump them in the 
bay." And he meant it. 
Weissich was also legal coun­ 
sel for the Marin County Grand 
Jury which investigated assess­ 
ment inequities in the county, 
resulting in a sweeping reap­ 
praisal of all properties. 
His practice is by no means 
limited to criminal cases. He 
is involved in many civil suits 
such as personal injury and 
divorce cases. 
One of the prominent cases 
was the divorce suit filed by 
Mrs. Janet Jones of San Rafael 
against Preston A. Jones, a 
millionaire who manufactures 
lighting fixtures in San Leandro. 
Weissich got an interlocutory de­ 
cree of divorce for Mrs. Jones 
last year, and the case is on 
appeal. 


IN EVERY CASE he tackles, 
he probes for the original and 
the unexpected to back up his 
argument. 
When Marin decided to buy the 
Civic Center property in Santa 
Venetia tin* county ran into this 
legal stumbling block: The Gov­ 
ernment Code says the county 
seat must be "at San Rafael." 
Weissich set out to prove that 
the Civic Center property is "at 
San Rafael" — when everyone 
knows it isn’t. 
He delved into history, came 
up with a letter written in the 
1850s 
by 
Archbishop Joseph 
Alemany in which he refers to 
"St. Vincent’s School for Boys 
at San Rafael." 
Weissich successfully argued 
that if St. Vincent’s is "at San 
Rafael," then the Civic Center 
site, which is much closer, is 
"at San Rafael."

tion Calif orna Republican. "My 
great grandfather was a free 
thinker and had to leave Ger­ 
many because of his truly liberal 
political views. He of course be­ 
came a Re|Hibl can because in 
those days, as today, the Re­ 
publicans were tighting against 
slavery and for freedom." 
In 1852. his great grandfather 
came to mine gold at Big Oak 
Flat near Yosemite. His grand­ 
father started a wholesale fish 
business in San Francisco in 
1900. His father, otto Weissich, 
contimn d the business. and eight 
years ago added whale proces­ 
sing at the Richmond plant.

Weissichs moved to San Pedro. 
Bill Weissich attended schools 
there and graduated from San 
Pedro High School in 1938. The 
family then moved hack to Mill 
Valley.

He 
became de|iut> district attorney 
of Mar n in 19f»0 and district 
attorney in 1953 
lie resigned

He is a member of the Elks, 
American legion, Marin County 
Peace Officers Vssn .

ACTIVE IN Republican poli­ 
tics, he was mentioned as a 
possible candidate for attorney 
general on the Joseph Shell 
ticket in 1962. 
As of now, Weissich says he 
has no ambition for political 
office. "1 just want to practice 
law in San Rafael." 
Because of his forthright stand 
on many issues, he has no doubt 
made political enemies. As a 
political candidate, he would be 
a controversial figure. 
But the verdict is almost un­ 
animous when appraising him 
as a lawyer: lie ranks among 
the best in the Bay Area. Be­ 
fore a judge or a jury, he’s a 
deadly enemy and a comforting 
ally.

vironments, life patterns, and 
other characteristics, including 
what agents will destroy them. 
They may test the effective­ 
ness—or lack of it—of commer­ 
cial antiseptics used for house­ 
hold or personal hygiene. 
They may study the bacterial 
composition of a Mill Valley 
creek where children romp free­ 
ly—as they did, in fact, finding 
it “ loaded with coliforms,” the 
bacilli which make all sewage- 
polluted waters at least poten­ 
tially dangerous. 


ANOTHER UNUSUAL facet 
of the course is the student- 
directed operation.

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THE BOOK PAGES 
The Last Days Of Nazi Regime 
Are Given Dramatic Narration

Into his “ The Last Battle" the 
Irish-born journalist and author 
Cornelius 
Ryan 
has 
put 
the 
sam e kind of exhaustive re­ 
search, distinctive n a r r a t i v e 
style and sprightly writing that 
served him so well in the high- 
ly 
successful 
“ The 
Longest 
Day," 
And since this kind of popular 
history is bigger than ever to­ 
day. there is no reason why 
Ryan should not have himself 
another bestseller. 
The technique of telling the 
story 
through 
fast-changing, 
highly 
personalized 
sequences 
written around the experiences 
oi many individuals, both the 
celebrated and the anonymous, 
seem s somewhat less fresh and 
im pressive today than it once 
did. But Ryan still employs it 
masterfully 
“ The Last B attle" is the story 
of the fall of the Third Reich 
and particularly of the capture 
of Berlin. It begins on M arch 
21. 1945. with the bom b-scarred 
Herm an capital city's fate al­ 
ready sealed, with overwlielm- 
ing Russian forces poised to 
the east, the forces of tin* other 
allies on the move in tike west. 
The question is not so much will 
the seat of Nazism fall, but to 
whom will it fall--the arm ies 
of the com m unists or of Ute 
capitalist countries? 
For perhaps tlie first time, 
the long and involved story of 
how the prestige of entering 
Berlin fell to the Russians is 
told fully 
Certainly it is ttie 
most understandable account. 
The book is a revelation of 
many aspects of these crucial 
weeks in 
1945 that 
have re­ 
mained clouded or unknown. In 
his years of research. Ryan, 
rather 
surprisingly, 
had 
the 
cooperation 
of 
not 
only 
the 
West including many G erm ans, 
but of the Russians as welt. 
I ime and time again lie dis­ 
close'. documents or incidents 
previously not revealed, or cor

rects long - standing misunder­ 
standings 
Far more than a historical 
record, however, the book is 
also a perceptive reflection of 
how tlte men and women who 
made these pages of history 
thought and reacted, and of how 
tlie lesser players caught up in 
the blood-red tide were affected. 
The distrust and double-deal­ 
ing among the allies, the un­ 
stable leadership of Adolf Hitler 
wilh his mad ego. the rigid mil­ 
itancy of G erm any’s professional 
generals, the thirst for venge­ 
ance that drove the Russian in­ 
vaders to excesses, the horrors 
of the concentration cam ps, the 
personalities of the political and 
m ilitary chieftains on both sides, 
tlie ghastly costs of fighting be­ 
tween huge arm ies, all these are 
delineated with unusual sharp­ 
ness by Ryan. 
Quite frequently, of course. 
Ryan is faced with the necessity 
of choosing from among two or 
more 
versions 
of 
an 
event. 
Usually he indicates the exist­ 
ence of this conflict with a foot­ 
note. And generally his selection 
seem s tlie reasonable one 
Tlie book is another com mend­ 
able 
addition 
to 
a 
growing 
volume of books dealing with 
relatively recent history in a 
m anner that is inform ative, yet 
intensely dram atic. The reader 
acquires a deeper understand­ 
ing 
of events 
that 
are 
still 
having their im pact upon the 
world scene today. And war is 
pictured as the grim and brutal

Informal History 


MR. 
JEFFERSON'S LADIES 
by Gordon Langloy Hall, Boa- 
con Frost, 234 pages, $4-95.

English born Gordon Langloy 
Hall, now a resident of Virginia 
near Jefferson’s Monticello, has 
taken the nation’s third Presi­ 
dent and his family for the sub­ 
ject of this informal, pleasant 
little volume. 
The story, of course, is old 
ground for any American school­ 
boy, but homey details catch 
a reader up and keep him in­ 
terested 
in this “ behind the 
history ’ story of times when 
half the children died before 
tlwir teens, the Virginians were 
often “ land poor” or “slave- 
poor” and their women sickly 
from too frequent child bearing 
The scenes of encounters and 
friendships with the Adamses. 
Madisons and Ben Franklin and 
the great concern of Jefferson 
for his daughters and grand­ 
children are especially interest­ 
ing in their detail, and often 
quot'd directly from the volum­ 
inous correspondence of Jeffer­ 
son himself

VIEWS F R O M SIX CONTI­

In their concern over U. S. 
policy towards China there is a 
tendency for Americans to for­ 
get that other countries have 
had to develop policies towards 
one China or both. 
This reality is brought clearly 
into focus by this excellent vol­ 
ume in tin* Council on Foreign 


Relations' important new series 
on “The United States and China 
in World Affairs.” The work is 
a collection of critical essays 
on the impact of the existence of 
the Peoples Republic of China 
on the major nations or national 
groups outside of the U S 
The editor. Dr. Ifalpern, sets 
the scene with an introduction, 
and summarizes the whole ga­ 
mut of views in a masterful 
concluding c h a p t e r entitled 
“Types of China Policy.” 
For the general reader the 
most productive approach to the 
book will be to read the intro­ 
duction and the conclusion and 
then choose the chapters that 
seem most provocative at the 
moment. 
For example. India 
immediately stands out as an 
interesting special case 
Here we have a country that 
welcomed the emergence of a 
fellow Asian power despite its 
neutralist posture Yet when the 
boundary dispute arose in the 
northeast frontier areas in l%2 
and military action ensued. In 
dia turned to Britain, the U S 
and the USSR for support Here 
is a case study in China policy 
failure and its ramifications, and 
it is laid out with surgical clar­ 
ity 
One of the best-written chap 
ters deals with the very complex 
relationships between Africa and 
China. China has fished exlen 
sively in (lie troubled waters of 
the Dark Continent and no doubt 
will continue to do so In a 47- 
page essay. Colin Lcgum un­ 
ravels many of the tangled line.-. 
He points out that while China 
seeks to make use of African 
nationalist aspirations by pro­ 
viding economic aid to some 
countries and subsidizing fcr 
mcnt in others, the Africans are 
in many cases happy to make 
use of China to improve their 
diplomatic position 
In some

ways, national attitudes towards 
China can be used as “trade 
goods.” 
“ Policies T o w a r d China” 
leaves no doubt in the mind of 
the reader that every nation dis­ 
cussed concedes the reality of 
the continued existence of tlic 
Peking regime, even where they 
do not recognize it formally. 
The book puts U.S. policy into 
a new perspective — one China 
policy among many — which 
must not be ignored. It is a 
thoughtful and comprehensiv e 
reference. 


Second Novel

Can Alleviate 
A Traffic Jam 


Even when Mr. and Mrs. have 
their own private master suite 
including bath, a traffic jam can 
develop in the morning or when 
both are trying to dress for a 
party. 
The best way to avoid the jam 
is to build a shaving stand out­ 
side the bathroom, either in the 
dressing room or in the bedroom 
where the wash basin plumbing 
can be backed up to bathroom 
plumbing.

Give Your Lawn Seed The Proper 


Start With Well-Prepared Bed 


<e*od seed m erits a good seed 
bed 


Lawn seed tossed on top of 
hard ground has a difficult time 
finding niches in which to catch 
and root It is very likely to be 
washed or blown away. 
There is even less likelihood 
• *l good r»H*ting it a lot of organ­ 
ic leftovers insulate the new 
seeds from the soil into which 
it must root. 


Tlie most rewarding seeding* 
art* usually made into a culti* 
valed seedbed 
where the soil 
is loosened several inches deep, 
and fertilizer mixed in The tiny 
seeds of f ine-textured grass siit 
into tlie chinks and crevices, 
sprout well and root easily. 
If the soil can ’t be cultivated, 
at least scratch the surface a 


bit so that the seed may l<*dge 
in the scratch m arks 
In either case, a muleh after 
seeding protects the seed from 
washing. At the sam e tim e it 
holds moist air around tlie seed 
necessary for good sprouting 
In warm weather Kentuckv 
bluegrass-fine fescue plantings 


mulched with clean straw begin 
sprouting within one week, and 
you 
should 
see 
small 
green 
shoots poking through the mulch 
soon thereafter 
The fine fescues apfiear first, 
while later on the spreading 
hluegiasses 
make

AN AUTHORITY on the Gre­ 


gorian chant, the eminent com­ 
poser. teacher and scholar has 
also written several books. Two 
were on the interpretation of 
the ancient Gregorian chant of 
the 9th century, and one dealt 
with the tonality of the Gre­ 
gorian chant. 
In Italy his book on vocal 
techniques was widely used as 
a text for teachers of singing. 
He has translated it into Eng­ 
lish, but it has not been pub­ 
lished. 
Formerly residents of San Ra­ 
fael and Lagunltas, Dr. Silva 
and his wife and daughter Maria 
have lived in Novato foi about 
12 years.

Poor Berwald has been 
so neglected up until now. when 
Nonesuch comes to his rescue 
with this fine pairing of his 
first and second sympltonies 
This Swedish composer's work 
seems closer to that of Berlioz 
than anyone else in the Roman 
tic period, but it has a peculiar 
“nervous” 
and tense 
quality 
that is absent from most music 
of that period. It, therefore, 
sfiould appeal strongly to mod­ 
ern ears, since most of our art
